Bux ail efforts 
were unavailiug, aod the utmost that he could 
be induced to say was that be knew nothing; 
that he had not been subpmnaed, and that he 
did not koow whether he would de 
or pot. With the most fearless disre. 
gard for truth, be told a distiller, about the 
same time, that his object id appearing at the 
Custom-House was to tell „bat he koew to the 
Grand Jury. In lees than fifteen miuutes after- 
warde he entered the jurv-room, uoder the escort 
of tse wise but solemn-loozing youth, who acte 
as hizb docrkeeper to that important body. 
Mueller vas in the Graod Jury-room for an

The conditio.s on which te 
exposure would not be made was not mentioned 
beca.we that was wholly unnecessary. aud the 
distillers put tbeir handsin their kets, and 
paid ibeir little don tions to the Ring. They 
were not truabled by the presence of honest 
Ga again until tue next time they became 
delinquent iu their proportion of the profits, and 
then the man of truth and probitv renewed bis 
sit.

CANADA WHISKY. 

ANOTHER FRAUDULENT DEVICE. 

The crooxed whisky has pevetrated into almost 
every avenue of trade, and at present there are 
very few branches o? business which have not 
some flavor of the article about them. It bas 
even beea found possible for the ingenious thief 
to use crooked whisky in the custome acrvice, 
and the history of bow this businees is carried 
on to ms an interesting chapter in the geveral 
lite:ature of the Chicago and Western Ring. 
It is to be premised that in Canadas 
whisky is qute cheao, and generally «6 
very good article, rather better than that 
made on this side of the line, This is of course 
owing to the quality of tbe grain. and the care 
exercised over the whole process of manufacture. 
Not much whisky is sold there until it has at- 
tained a gceater age than is usual to American 
spirits woen put upon the market. The cost of 
makiug whieky in Canada varies from about tbe 
same as io Americs to a much higher price for the 
fine malt whiskies. It has been proved that it 
costs lees than 25 ceats to make a gallon of 
whissy clear of tax in America,aod u is not 
to be supposed that it costs much if 


any more oo the other side of the line. How- 
ever this may be, taere is, even at a much higher 
price, a conriderabie margin for prolif in the 
business which is to be svoken of. 

Ihe fi: m or firms engaged in the crooking of 
whisky uoder the Customs laws are comprised of 
two parties,—ove in Canada and one io the 
States. The American shouid have for his share 
of the out it a schooner, or perhaps aiug and a 
barge, and the Canagian should have capital 
enough to buy some 300 to 500 barrels of shisky 
and trau put it to am i le on the baaks of 
ove of the lakes, say Erie or Ontario. 

THE MODUs OPERANDI 
of the buriness is, for the American to take some 
500 bax: ele of pure water aud have it gauged as 
whisky wich the aid of a corrupt er. This 
should be done either at Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Toledo, or Buffalo. It then remamms for him, 
having 300 or more barrels of weter proper y 
8 amped and having the tax paid on it, to put to 
sea, and, dunog the stiliness of night. 
neave to at some point on the Canadian 
shore. as ret.rei as possible,—if at the mouth of 
a Small river so much the better.

A CABGO OF CANADIAN WHISKY, 

which brings a higher ur ce than American, and 
it bas it, tov, ip such ashape that vo revenue 
officer, #ithout vome kn owiedze of the process 
it bax undergume, can Dvesibly detect or pucigh 
the fraud. The whisky is takea into port, say at 
Buffalo. and thence shipped t) New York. It 
appears to be straight whisky under the laws. 
It bears che tax-pa.d ste ns of the Un'ted States, 
aod is, in short, in such a position that it cannot 
be seized for aovcoutraveotion of the reveaue 
00 Je. unless something can be anown of it fur- 
ther than ap ears ou the su: face. 
THE PROFITS Of THIS BUSINESS 
are, as mi be supposed, prerts large. The 
better quality of Causa lian whisky, wh ch may be 
bought iu that cou.try for irom 60 cuts to 80 
cents, bringsin New Youk, in Chicago, or ju avy 
other lage market, a! the way from $2.50 to 
14.50, the import du being a s Fallon. If 
the sunposed schooner should have 200 varrels of 
Canadian whisky woen the ariives at the 
port of Buffalo.

THERE IS A VARIATION 
in this trade «hich is quite tim, le, and consists 
merely in getung from some rectifer the reqai- 
sive vamber of 200 barrels with stamps on. lu 
this case the barrels are second-haod, aud have 
once been used to convey woisky from the dis- 
tallery to the rectifying bonse. From the 
bouest recti ler those barrels can be bougat aud 
put aboard the vessel, filled. as before stated, 
with „mer. If the whisky be carrie’ on 
thie plan, tLe additional profit is of course 90 
ceots a gallon. or $5 000 onthe trip. It is knows 
that this business bas been carried on to some 
extent, and one of the revenue officers of the 
Goverpmeut has before im at vresent the 
partial proofs — a Chicago firm for being 
engaged in the business. Waen ther shell have 
been summored before the Grand Jury it will be 
time enough to give their names, aud also the 
names of their partners in the Queen's ao- 
ons.

The largest and most destructive fire that has 
occurred in this city fot some Bix months past 
yesterday fell to the lot of the Gardner House, 
ove of the choicest afd most arisioci hotels 
in the city. Towards 5 o'tlock yesterday morn- 
ing the guests of the house were aroused from 
their slamber by the wild cry of tire through the 
corridors, and for a time the excitement was iu- 
tense. When the frighted guests gaived the 
haliways they were enveloped in clouds of Muse 
wood-smoke that almost etifled them, and it was 
with great difficulty that some Of them gained 
the lower floors and fresh air. 

The quilding is in the form of a square, with 4 
large open court in the middie, directly under 
which on the ground floor is located the ollice 
of the hotel. The pesseoger and baggage eleva- 
tors are located side by side about the middle of 
the north wing. Beside them is a smaller hatch- 
way running out upon the roof, where is located 
the fire stand-pipe with dose and couplings at- 
tached.

THE FIRE WAS DISCOVERED 
at about 4:90 o'clock by Pat Corbet, the night 
watchman of the hotel, The halls were filled 
with smoke, and dames were seen bursting from 
the closet, showing that the fire was rapidly 
making its way to the roof, carried by the strong 
draft that was fanning it from below, He sum- 
moned assistance, turned on the water in the 
stand - pipe for the purpose of drowning out the 
fire, alarmed the guests, and ru hed for the 
alarm box on the corner, after which he returned 
to aid in subduing the fire, The alarm wag prop- 
erly received and sounded, and soon the 
engines were on the scene, but, find 
ing no one about, and no -sremblances 
of fire, except in some eaiamanders in a new 
building south of the hotel, they returned to 
their respeotive honses, believing the alarm to 
have been false.

Steween the outer darkness and 
the beach the moonlight now and then revealed 
dark objects risiug and falling oa the billows.

“ CONTRACTION OF THE CURRENCY.” 
The debate in the Senate on Thursday, on 


the bill introduced by Senator Monk to 
aid in the execution of the act of last session 
commonly known as the Resumption act, 
' disclosed that in the Senate as well as out of 
the Senate there are extremists on this sub- 
‘ject. Mr. Boor, of Missouri, has inflation 
an the brain, and proposes to abolish the use 
of gold entirely, and he does this on the 
ground that, if gold be excluded, redemption- 
lesg scrip must of necessity become more 
valuable than gold! He has such faith in 
| scrip bearing the Government stamp thatehe 
cannot understand why it, should not be 
manufactured indefinitely. He is terribly 
‘apposed to contraction of scrip. Sena 
tor Morr, while very properly ridiculing 
the idea of waiting until the business of 
‘the country should so grow up” to the 
amount of scrip afloat that the latter from 
‘actual scarcity will become of the value of 
‘the gold, was himself guilty of running into 
‘the opposite extreme. Taking the basis of 
the bank circulation in 1860 with the popu- 
‘lation of that year as the measure of what 
currency was needed by the business of the 
country, he claims that with our present 
volume of currency we must wait until the 
population increases to 116,600,000 before we 
‘can resume specie payments. 

The bill as introduced by him pro- 
vides for the immediate funding of the 
United States Treasury notes, which, in- 
cluding the fractional currency, aggregates 
$420,000,000. He offers to the holder of these 
a gold bond bearing 4 to 44 per cent gold 
interest, under which offer the entire bulk of 
the national currency wil] be immediately re- 
tired. It is true, the unfunded paper will 
continue to be legal-tender until January, 
1878, but long before that time the paper 
will have found its way into bonds. This 
legal-tender is now by law the means of re- 
deeming the bank currency; and the effect 
of the bill will be to compel the banks to re- 
deem their currency in coin. Our objection 
is not to these final results, but to the pre- 
cipitancy with which this bill brings them 
about. The National Banks can at short 
notice withdraw their circulation, and that 
they will do so if this bill becomes 
# law is almost a certainty. The banks 
cannot keep a specie-paying circulation afloat 
‘im the vicinity of custom-houses demanding 
three millions of gold per week and import- 
ets demandingswo millions more per week. 
The retirement of the greenbacks and the prob- 
able retirement of two-thirds of the notes of 
the National Banks at the same time would 
withdraw from circulation a currency now 
available in payment of debts and in general 
cymmercial transactions amounting to 
$650,000,000 at the very least. This will not 
be the work of years, or conducted over a pe- 
ripd when the business of the country would 
be adapting itself to the great change, but, 
under Mr. Morrruz’s bill, would be an in- 


credit to a stop, arresting business and pro- 
duction, and adding, for-the time, to the mul- 
titudes of unemployed laborers. 

The standard of paper circulation in 1860 
is not a fair one to measure the commercial 
needs of the country. In 1860 the revenues 
of the Government did not exceed $70,000,000. 
In 1876 they are $300,000,000. The increase 
in production and in general trade has even 
been greater than in the national revenues. 
Because $207,000,000 of bank notes sufficed 
the population of 31,000,000 in 1860, it does 
not follow that the increase of currency is to 
be proportionate to the mere increase of the 
population, which now number perhaps 
44,000,000. At the close of 1859 there were 
28,789 miles of railroads in operation in the 
United States. At the close of 1875 there 
were 78,000 miles, with an indebtedness in 
stock and bonds of 84, 000, 000.000, and an- 
nual earnings reaching $555,000,000. The 
comparative tonnage moved by the railroads 
and canals in 1860 and in 1875 would bea 
more just measure of the comparative in- 
crease of the wants of busigess than that of 
population. We are fully aware that the 
great bulk of the exchanges of the country is 
not performed by the actual physical trankfer 
of currency, and that it is done by bills of 
exchange, checks, and other modes of trans- 
ferring credits. Nevertheless, that there 
is more currency now indispensable in 
performing these exchanges than in 1860 
cannot be denied. What the exact amount 
may be is difficult to state. The elevation of

currency now in use, and leave prostrated 
production and business to the slow work of 
a gradual restoration and adjustment. 

All this is unnecessary even to accomplish 

the main purpose of Mr. MonntL, which is 
to restore specie values. This will, as we 
have said, be practically accomplished by that 
part of his bill which fixes a date after which 
legal-tender scrip shal] not be a legal-tender 
in new contracts. That will put the business 
of the country on a specie basis. There is, 
however, no necessity for suddenly with. 
drawing the present paper money. Todoso, 
will. leave the banks without the means of 
making loans and discounts. 
The thing to dois to offer the option to 
the public to convert their greenbacks into a 
gold bond, bearing, say, 3.65 per cent inter- 
est, which shall be a legal-tender in paym at 
of all existing debts, and let the unfunded 
greenbacks continue to be a legal-tender for 
old debts. This currency will continue to 
circulate as it does now in California and 
Oregon, at its current value in gold. It will 
answer all practical purposes of purchase and 
settlement, and being no longer a legal-tender 
for new contracts and new-made debis, will 
gradually take the form of investments. 

These legal-tender bonds would perform the 
office of currency during that period when 
the country would be passing from the pres- 
ent depreciated paper system to the real and 
substantial system of coin values. There 
would be no contraction, no expansion; 
there would be just so much paper money in 
circulation as the ‘‘ wants of business would 
require,” and gradually the banks, under the 
stimulus of increased production and in- 
creased trade on a permanent basis, would 4 
furnish the currency and perform the func- 
tious of banking to the full extent required. 

Let Senator Mona remember that there 
are debts now outstanding, contracted on an 
85 per cent paper basis, to the amount of 
85,000, 000 000 (five billions), and the sudden 
withdrawal of all paper currency, as provided 
by his bill, while wholly unnecessary, would 
be to arrest the whole business of the coun- 
try without in the least accomplishing any 
good effect which would not follow as well 
without it. 


“TO THE VICTOR BELONG THE SPOILS.” 
The degrading scramble for the spoils of 
office on the part of professional politicians 
is the curse of our politica) HAxmLrox long 
ago pointed out that the struggle for the 
great honor, dignity, and fame of the Presi- 
dency would be dangerously intense, but he 
never dreamed that the struggle would in- 
volve, every four years, the possible displace- 
ment of 60,000 office-holders, with the beg- 
gary, perhaps, of the half million people de- 
pendent upon them. The fortunes and fates 
of thése people are bound up with the re- 
election of the President or the election of 
the candidate of his party. The Executive 
holds their prosperity or ruin in his hands. 
The interests iaterlinked with partisan suc- 
cess are somelimes inconceivably petiy, and 
so all the more numerous. A writer on 
American history says that he once knew an 
applewoman on Wall street who was ardently 
desirous of the success of a certain candidate 
for the Presidency, because her old man” 
had been promi ed some other poor fellow’s 
place as porter in the Custom-House, provided 
there was a change in the reiguing party at 
Washington. When such anomalous powers 
over the means of living of tens of thousands 
have been added to the legitimate authority 
of the Presidency, the struggle which Hau- 
ron feared becomes ten-fold as violent as 
even his fearful fancy painted it. Corrup- 
tion, peculation, embezzlement, fraud, assess- 
ments for political purposes, bargain and 
sale, jobbery,—these .are the inevitable cor- 
ollaries logically dependent upon the propo- 
sition: To the victor belong the spoils.” 
That maxim poisons our politics. We are in- 
debted for it to the theory of one Democratic 
leader, WILIA L. Marcy, and the practice 
of another, ANDREW Jackson. Squirm as the 
Democracy may, they cannot escape the re- 
sponsibility of originating and nationalizing 
the pecnicious practice by which the Ameri- 
can Union has been cursed for forty-six 
years. / 

Until the inauguration of Jacxson, all the 
removals from office for other reason than in- 
coynpetency or unfaithfulness by the Presi- 
dents could almost be counted on one’s fin- 
gers. The number was almost nil, and all 
the changes were made for cause.” In- 
competency and incapacity were the only two 
rocks upon which the official career of a 
servant of the United States could be 
wrecked. The Democracy created others,— 
the arbitrary will of a single party chieftain, 
the dislike of some local politician, the fail- 
ure to pay a partisan assessment, lukewarm 
partisanship, and soon. Their system, rig- 
orously and almost necessarily carried out 
since, has well-nigh destroyed statesmanship 
in the United States, and has made politics a 
trade. 

With Jackson, the first President elected 
by the Democratic party, the era of cor- 
ruption began. There was a wild rush of 
greedy partisans to Washington, and the 
guillotine was kept busy chopping off official 
heads from morning tonight. It is estimated 
that 2,000 removals were made within a year. 
This was a very large percentage of the 
whole number of persons in the Civil Service 
at that time. The offices thus forcibly va- 
cated ranged from the chief-clerkships of 
the Department’ to such places as those of 
letter-carriers and janitors. The Diplomatic 
Service was treated in the same way. Gen. 
Hagrison, afterwards President, was Minis- 
ter to Colombia when Jackson was inau- 
gurated. He had courteously opposed Jaock- 
son’s method of conducting the Seminole 
War, and had defended Henry Cray from 
the charge of corruption in what Joan Rax- 
pours called the union of the Puritan and 
the blackleg.” He was recalled within four 
days of Jacxson’s accession. Samvuz. Swart- 
out, who was appointed Collector at New 
York, wrote from Washington, where he was 


begging for that office, to a friend : 

I hoid to your doctrine fully, that no d—4 rascal who 
made use of his office or its profits for the purpose of 
keeping Mr. ApaMs in and Gen. Jacason out of power 
is entitled to the least lenity or mercy, save that of

The sufferings of the dismissed officials 
were great. Some of them, who had grown 
gray in the service of the Government, were 
reduced to pauperism. Building stopped in 
Washington. The merchants could not col- 
lect their debts or sell their goods. The city 
was panic-stricken. Every employe felt that 
the sword of Damocizs hung over him. An 
Office-holder wrote in recollection of that 
time: 

No man deemed it safe and prudent to trust his 
neighbor. and the interior of the Department present- 
ed a fearful scene of guirded silenvo, secret iatrigue, 
Spionage, and tale-vearing. 

A hasty speech would often secure the of- 
fender’s dismixsal within an hour. Jackson 


personally cross-examined employes whom he 


suspected of disloyalty to him. He is said to | 


have had one clerk discharged because he 
failed to appreciate a sermon w th which the 
President was delighted. This may be an 
exaggeration, but it fitly illustrates the real 
nature of the system in vogue. That system 
has been in vogue ever since. An old frie ad 
of Jackson. who dined with him July 4, 132), 
wrote that day to an acquaintance, after some 
discussion of the spoils system : 

Our Republic benesforth will be governed by fac- 
tions, aud the strug ie will be wh shall get the offices 
and their emolumen s—a strugge embittered by the 
most base and gerd d passions of the human heart. 

This prophecy has been saily fulfilled. 
The responsibility for the corruption of our 
politics rests upon the Demooracy. It is now 
in power, at least in the House. It kas pro- 
fessed an ardent desire; when out of office, to 
reform the evils which it originated. But 
as soon as Congress met, the unseemly 
scramble for places and pelf began, and so 


far in the session there has been no attempt | 


whatever to do anything in the way of Civil- 
Service Reform. Itis not likely that’ there 
will be. The Democracy is pursuing its ac- 
customed policy of howling over what 
publicans have done and failed to do, and 
doing nothing itself. The Know-Nothing 
party had a very brief lease of power in the 
parts of the country where it flourished, and 
the Do-Nothing party may have a similar ex- 
perience. . 


AN ECONOMIC STORY, 

For several years before the War there 
lived in a New Jersey town a man who was a 
manufacturer of machinery. He sold coffee- 
mills, small steam-engines, etc., and the bulk 
of his trade was with Chili and Brazil. He 
shipped his wares, at low freighta and in 
American-built and in American-manned 
ships, to these countries, sold them there, 
bought with the proceeds copper and wool in 
Chili and coffee and wool in Brazil, and sold 
these again in America. From the nature of 
his business, he soon becams a large buyer of 
nearly every sort of manufactured goods 
offered for sale in New York. The Brazilian 
planter whom he furnished with the ma- 
chinery necessary to carry on the business of 
a plantation soon fell into the habit of 
ordering anything and everything he needed 
from this enterprising Yankee. Once a year 
or once in six months he sent up & long list 
of what he wanted. It might or might not 
contain one or two things which this man 
manufactured, but it comprised hundreds of 
other articles, from a set of parlor furniture 
to so many dozen papers of pins, The 
planter produced only a few of the bare nec- 
essaries of life; he had to buy everything 
else for himself, his family, his employes, 
and his slaves; and he bought them all 
through this manufacturer of machinery, who 
thus drove a profitable trade in a thousand- 
and-one things outside his legitimate 
business. The orders which came 
through his hands secured the employment 
of many American workingmen, and the mu- 
tually beneficial exchange of commodities be- 
tween New York and South America became 
greater and greater. When affairs were in 
this prosperous condition, the War broke out. 
The ** Protectionists,” concealing greedy and 
mistaken selfishness under the mask of patri- 
otism, stealing the garb of Heaven to serve 
Satan in, rushed through the Morrixt tariff. 
One of the great objects of that and of all 
our succeeding tariffs was to protect the iron 
manufacture, the very business in which the 
hero of this ower-true story was mainly en- 
gaged. Mark how it protected him. 

The cost of manufacturing was enormous- 
ly enhanced, and the price at which our 
goods could be sold advanced in proportion. 
The goods could no longer be afforded at any- 
thing like the old price. Foreign competi- 
tors stepped in and undersold us. These cus- 
tomers naturally turned to the English, 
French, and German traders for their no- 
tions, implements, and engines, and house- 
hold and plantation wants. Then, having 
established relations with European manu- 
facturers, they sent their general yearly or- 
derstothem. The New Jersey man strug- 
gled on, selling less and less and ata loss, 
until a parental Government finally pro- 
tected him into bankruptcy. His works stand 
idle to-day, a mute protest against the eco- 
nomié sins of the United States. 

He had a brother, who served for some 
time as his agent in Brazil. When his 
trade fell off and off, the brother looked 
about to see what could be done. He 
found that American sewing-machines could 
still be sold there. Sohe came to New York, 
got the agency for one of the great firms en- 
gaged in the business, and went back, As 
the tariff and the fluctuations of the eur. 
rency kept increasing the cost of his 
machines and decreasing his profits, he final- 
ly went to Scotland, bought a factory in 
Glasgow, and is now making the ma- 
chines there to be sold in South America 
which were formerly made in Bridgeport, 
Conn. Thus two great businesses were lost 
to this country. 

The story has a moral.

THE HON. E. B. WASHBURNE’S LETTER. 

The letter written by the Hon. E. B. Wasn- 
BURNE to a prominent Republican,” touch- 
ing the mention of his name in connection 
with the next Presidential campaign, and 
which was printed in the last number of Tan 
Tarox, is a modest and at the same time 
manly declaration. Mr. Wasnsunmm says: 
‘*T am not vain enough to suppose that my 
name can ever figure seriously in that direc- 
tion [forthe Presidency]. . . While I res 
ceive many letters of the same kind, I am so 
impressed with what Ihave written, that I 
decline all action in the way of candidature, 
and in the end, when this Conventioa comes 
off and my name is never mentioned, you and 
other friends will say that I have been wise.” 
Those who know Mr. Wasusurne best will 
know that this is uttered in all sincerity and 
honesty, and it shows that he continues to be, 
what all his friends have believed him to be, 
a man of sound common sense, whose head 
is not turned by any glittering prospects of 
political ambition. At the same time, 
Mr. Wasusunne is mistaken in his im. 
pressions regarding the non-mention of 
his name in. connection with the 
campaign. There are at least four promi- 
nent Republicans whose names are always 
spoken of as contingent candidates, — Messrs. 
Wan, Batstow, BLA, and Morrow. 
Other names may be suggested between now 
and the Convention, but at the present time 
these four names are always brought up in 
discussions upon the situation both by Re- 
publicans and their opponents, and there is 
a general impression in the public mind that 
one of these four gentlemen will be nomi- 
nated. Messrs. Conxiine, Haves; and Harr- 
RaNrt are also suggested as candidates, | 
but they are not seriously thought of outside 
the boundaries of New York, Ohio, and 
Pennsylvania, and perhaps not in them. 
The other four are named everywhere,—by 
Democrats when they discuss whom the Re. 


ceed. These are the facts. There can hard- 
ly be a pretense that the impeachment has 
any other substantial ground than that of 
putting out a Governor of opposite polities.

| when they canvass the probabilities of the 
nomination. But it is safe to say that not 
one Republican in ten has determined in bis 
mind which one of the four he decidedly 
prefers or which one will be nominated.

| Noone is wise enough to kaow that the Re- 
| publican party will even be successful. The 
| contest is destined to be a very close one,—in 
probability turning upon the re 
sult in one or two doubtful States. 
‘The choice of the Convention is equally 
_ doubtful, and turns upon events which may 
| yet occur. It is due to all four of the dis- 
| tinguished gentlemen whose names are mon- 
| tioned as candidates to say that not one of 
them has manifested a disposition to crowd 
| himself forward before the other three, or to 
| engage in any unseemly scuffle for the office, 
| as has happened in other Presidential cam- 

paigns. From the combination of all these 

circumstances, the prospects are favorable for 
| the selection of the best man, and the pros- 
| pects now seem to be favorable for the selec- 

tion of one of the four gentlemen whose 
names we have enumerated. What may 
eventuate, however, to affect the Convention 
between now and the time for holding it, it is 
impossible to say. 


We commented a few days since upon the 
remarkable public apsthy with which the an- 
nouncement was received thet a prominent 
merchant, Mr. Bassirt, of New York, had 
beea robbed of $300,000 by his confidentia) 
bookkeeper. It now appears that the em- 
bezzlement amounted to $700,000, and that 
it was carried on systematically for a number 
of years. The fact that a merchant could be 
robbed of such a vast amount as this, and not 
discover it until long after it was done, is 
even more rem irkable than the public indif- 
ference to the crime. It cannot be possible 
that a soap-muker’s revenues are so princely 
that $700,000 is a mere bagatelle, the loss of 
of which can bediscovered only by accident. 
The inference from the fact is that, while Mr. 
Bassitr may be a most excellent soap-boiler, 
he is not a@ first-class manager of his own 
finances. 


NEW ENGLAND THRIFT. 

Hartford is a pretty little city of perhaps 
| 50,000 inhabitants, who are actively em- 
ployed two days in the year,—dividend days, 
—Jan. 1 and July 1, in clipping off coupons. 
They are just now beginning their semi- 
annual rest from the arduous labor of figur- 
ing out the profits of the preceding half- 
year. The ladies are having a gala day 
among the shops with their share of the 
money, and the old heads have quietly added 
theirs to the capital to increase the dividend 
next July. This is the process that will 
henceforth continue in Hartford for perhaps 
generations. It is the easiest thing in the 
world for capital to accumulate capital. It 
is a rolling-stone, but it gathers moss. It 
grows larger and larger at every dividend 
day. It grows by what it feeds on. After it 
has reached a certain proportion, its life 
and progress are assured by a simple 
method of low interest and good securi- 
ty. New England is building up com- 
munities like Hartford, which resemble 
the Old England communities which, 
by thrift and economy, have aggregated 
sufficient to insure a comfortable existence 
for all time to come. It isa condition to be 
envied but not to be abused. Great capital, 
carefully husbanded and fairly administered, 
confers great blessings outside of its own im- 
mediate circle. England sends its money all 
over the world at lower rates of interest than 
it can be obtained for elsewhere, because it 
has sufficient capital to afford it. New En- 
gland will be able to reduce its rates in per- 
forming a similar function for America, and 

will grow richer for doing it. 

This little town of Hartford has a total 
capital of $190,027,285 (nearly two hundred 
millions) invested in corporations in addi- 
tion to the capital employed by individuals, 
and the average dividends thereon are -5 per 
cent. The banks run evenly between 8 and 
12 per cent, but the fire-insurance companies 
are earning too much money. None of them 
declared less than 12 per cent and one as high 
as 27% per cent. This shows that rates 
should be reduced, and the Hartford 
people and other great capitalists must 
take the initiative for self-protection. They 
can better afford to reduce the rates than a 
community not so rich ¢ but if they do not 
move in the matter others will, and one of 
the most profitable uses of their enormous 
capital will be taken from them. Contingent. 
losses cannot be cited in extenuation of ex- 
cessive dividends ; the way to guard against 
them is by judicious distribution of risks. 
Chicago will receive a large share of the ben- 
efit that will ensue from a reduction in rates 
of insurance and rates of interest. There is 
no other American city which is entitled to 
so low a rate of fire insurance, for there is no 
other city where the risks are so small. So | scrutiny should be used co preveut them.

MILTON M’LEAN.

Jackson, Teun., Jad. 7.—The city of Jackson 
was to-day startled out of ite ut ua quiet bv the 
hanging of Milton McLean, couvicted of the 
murder of Thaddeus Pope ou ibe 25th day of 
Apri!, 1874. Ibe execution occurred in the 
Ferked bottom, on ‘be left-tau! side ot 
tue New Ov leans, 8:. Louis & Chicago Railroad. 
opposite the south end of Liberty street. Tue 
allows “as crected iu yiew ef th» cite, north 
aud east: while « dismal, dreary cypress-s4 amp 
extended to the south and west. There was a 
large aitendauce, many coming from great dis- 
tances to wituess the sickening and horrible 
spectacie. 

THS GENERAL CHARACTER OF M’LEAN 

was a strange, and even hard one. He received 
death with miiffereoce, aud seemed to thiux 
that de would die but once.” It was his for- 
tune to toll, even in childbood,—bis parents be- 
longing to thas poorer class that always iabored 
for daily breed. He vag always eccetric, and 
seemed to have a morose, surly dispurition, that 
made bim little care whether be iojured any one 


or pot, He was regarded as u davgerous and 


crue] man,—one that would sboor anotbe: dowa 
upon the slgh:est provocation. He was burn io 
Guilford Coauty, Noth Carolina, in 1833, and 
came to Madison County, Tennessee, in 1867. 
In 1868 be married, aod now leaves a wife an’ 
two little boys.—ove 6 and the o.her 3 years of 
age. He was very poor, and his family were 
eutire y dependent ubon him for support. For 
a while he «orked in Jackson at brick/aving, and 
afterwards tovk to farming near Medon, whee 
be was living at the time cf the killing of Pope. 

McLean vad m bis employ a vegro named 
George Red, with abem he oalroue contro- 
versy, in coasequence of which he ordered Red 
o leave his place. This occured a 1e days 
before the murder. Lhe vegro went over to see 
Pope, and was employed by uim. Ov the mon- 
ing vf the kuling, Pope went. with the negro. 
over to the cabin be had occupied on McLean's 
farm, to assist bim in moving bis household 
goods over to bis own farm. McLean was 
standing near, holding in bis bands a doubie- 
barrvied shot-guu; but he aid not reew to be in 
u particuaily-oad humor. and ueicbher of the 
meu suspected foul play. Some remarks, of a 
peasant ua ure, passed; theu McLean spoke 
do tne negro, George ed; and theu, turuiug, 
nita au ouch, to Thaddeus P.pe, 

RAISED uu GUN AND FIRED, 

hitting him in the rigut shoulder, at which Pope 
turued, when McLean fired the otner barrel, 
etnking Po; e in tne breast. The gun was load- 
ed wiih squirrel and buci-hot, wrapped iu pew 
dow-st.c iu ord. r to make it strik> as ove bal'et.

The un 
qa. vet ing eye, the un cheek, the erect 
and firm foim, gave uo token save of utter iu- 
differenwe. Aud thw he appeared wheu asked 
what he had to say why seutence of death 
sh. uld not be passed um. ‘lhe Court was 
over, and the doomed man's days were hum- 
bered; but he passed out with the officers in 
charge, eating av apple with the relisa of s 
schooibey just out for the buirdays. 

BE WAS INTERVIAWED 
in his cell, and claimed that be dii not bave a 
fair trial, but could point out vo testimony that 
was not true, tuough be said, in tne course of 
the 1aterview, * If i killed Thad Pope at al, ir 
sas dove under the influence of one of those 
strange im puises that come upon me when I am 
vot myselt, but when disease and medicine are 
‘more puseriul than reason.” Speaciog of his 
execution, be strongly maintained tha: he was 
pot afraid to die, aud be preferred death to im- 
prisoument for life. He always treated with in- 
difference ministe:s of the Gospel who visited 
ulm or inte.ested themselves in his wellfare ; 
but, io spite of his indiffereuce, they uttered 
prayers im hiv cell, wbich, if they touched 
hie callous heart, only he aud his God 


were aware of . He did not 
care for the iuter v ion of ocbers to 
modify the rgorm of the prison, or 


adwinister to hie wants i 
pioudly scorned the pity and indignantiv reject- 
ed the sympa:ny of his fellow-mev. Eveu his 
wife’s tears did not move him. While sbe shed 
bitter drops of agony, stend.og aud gazing at 
bum, on ber visits, bis eyes were dry and bard, 
emououiess. It was a 
curivus sight to see the weak woman staod.ng 
beiore the iron cell. giving way in ceartrending 
50 5 to her pitiable grief; and then to look 
witbin, and beboid the mao whom the of 
an aa ful death hovered over, stern and immova- 
ble. The wie that would have svo.bed lum saw 
bim s eroly defiant, and sbe could ouly tur in 
her bopelers woe to the two hittle ones so svou 
to be mace f : but they coald not real- 
ize the fact that that father's ignominous death 
will bover over them througbous their un fortu- 
nate lives.

THE SECURITY SAVINGS BANK. 


A bill was filed yesterday in the Cireuit Court 
by Edward Baggott, a stockholder in the Security 
against the Security Savings 
Bauk and its Vice-President, C. H. Baker, to: 
prevent them from disposing of any of the 
bank's property. The complainant states that 
tbe Security Savings Bank was crvated by a spe- 
cial act of the Legislature, with the usual pow- 
ers of borrowiug aed leaning money, receiviug 
deposita, making discounts, etc., aod was first 
located in Litebfield, Montgomery County, as 
tue Litchfield Bank” The stock was fixed 
at $25,000, all paid up, with powers to 
increase it to $100,000. I¢ was aleo provided 
that if the bank failed to pay avy of us debts 
the stockholders should be liable persoaally to 
an amount equal to double the amount of the 


Savings Bank, 


stock held by them respectively. 


About two years and a half ago the bank and 
its charter were purchased by parues ia this 
city, aud it was removed to Chicago. The com- 
plainant then goes on to charge that there is 
pow a deficiency of about $7,000 in the bank e 
affairs; that its officers and managers have 
mismanaged ite business, allowing stock to 
be issued to irresvonsible parties without 
apy consideration .whatevet, or in ex- 
change for poor security; that a large 
the securities of the 
bank have been surrendered without con- 
eideration to various parties; and that the fihds 
have been loaned among the stockholders with- 
out security. Of the 648,000 of stock issued, 
$36,000 stands in the name of itrecpovsivie 
parties. The bank, as is well koowa, closed ite 
doors a few weeks ago, and is now refusing to 
pay any of its debts, though continually inour-

Mr. Forster has never undertaken a mote se- 
vere task than this he has set for himself, of 
reversing the verdict of mankind, and creating a 
fresh and clean fame for the distinguished but 
nnbeloved Dean of St. Patrick's. A good deal 
of hitherto unpublished matter. comprising 
above 150 letters belonging to Swift's corre- 
spondenee, additions to the fragment of his au- 
tobtography, manuscript pieces in prose and 
verse, note-books, a revision of “ Gulliver's 
Travele that never saw the light, with other 
data too abundant to enumerate, having 
come, as the result of much diligent 
quest, into the hands of Mr. Fore- 
ter, he~ has. been encouraged to bo- 
lieve that, in the new reading they give of the 
Dean's behavior; his character may be cleared of 
the stains that have pitifully smirched it. The 
effort that Mr. Forster makes is an honest one. 
He ig himself acouvert to the argument he 
atoutly advocates. The general opinion, boldly 
uttered by Jeffray, that Swift “was an apostate 
in politics, infidel or indifferent in religion, a 
defamer of humanity, the slauderer of states- 
men who had served him, and destroyer of the 
woman who loved him,“, is emphatically pro- 
nouseed by Mr. Forster monstrous as well as 
incredibic ;” and, with all his powers, he strives to 
provebis assertion. We respect his attempt; it is 

brave and honorable one; but, in this firat in- 
stallment of his work, he has not, to our mind, 
materially altered the face of the evidence by 
whieh as a man, Swift has been condemned. 

The most interesting portion of the present 
volume is that which refers to the alliance be- 
tween Swift and Esther Johnson, whom, ac- 
cording to the current pbtase, the great huimor- 
ist immortaliz as Stella. As to Swift's 
university career, over which much time is spent 
in showing that he was probably not the scapo- 
grace be bas been represented, it really seems of 
no special account though he were, at this par- 
ticular time, sowhvg with prodigal measure the 
wild oats that lively young men in his day were 
acéustomed freély to scatter. The modest col- 
lege-pravks can be forgiven him who redeems 
early errors by a noble manhood. Nei- 
ther wil Atherican readers be great- 
ly interested in the review of Swift's 
connection with English politics. To understand 
his varying position toward the two contendiag 
parties in the State requires such serious study 
of the conditidn of 
Britain at the period, that the majority of per- 
sons would vote the issue of the qnestion not 
worth the trouble demanded in settling it. 

But it requires no knowledge of statecraft, no 
learning of apy ¢ —only a common sentiment 
of equity,—to judge rightly of the conduct of 
Swift towards Stella, while 80 much celebrity bas 
deen given to bis ‘telationg with her, so much 
pity has been accorded the woman whom he suf- 
fered to eacrificé to his selfidhness all that life

A woman might exile herself from her coun- 
try and ber home; she might risk the loss of 
her good name; she might waste her life iu 
ministering upon a man whom ashe 
regarded merely as a friend; but such 
costly offerings are not commonly conscecrat- 
ed on the altar of friendsbip. They are rather 
fhe gifts of that self-renouncing love that 
woman, in her exalted enthusiasm, is capable of 
bestowing without a murmur, when they are re- 

u ted of ber. But the man who could accept 

immolatiOn—as Swift ruthlessly did in 
case OF Belia—ts one whom, for the honor of 
hamatity, the world can never forgive. 

In the sixth and conctnding book of the pres- 
ent volume ate given copious 1 notes 
from Swift's Letters to Esther Johuson.“ 
The need no ingenuity of the commentator to 
define the tie uniting the two individmals con- 
ceraed, They explain themselves, and they con- 


ho after-reasouing can dispel. More sickening 
twaddle than brims over most of them was never 
addressed by a sane man to a sabe Woman. For- 
getting thet their author was the keenest satir-

The essay on Byron, which occupies a little 
over half of the present volume, may be regarded 
asa fair exponent of the characteristics, the 
scholarship, and the oratory, of him who is to- 
day Spain’s most illustrious son. It harmonizes 
clearly with the idea giyen of him through sa- 
gacio is Observers who have known him in the 
intimacy of personal intercourse, or have watched 
ins conduct from afar. It represents a man of 
warm heart, fervid enthusiasm, impassioned 
eloquence, good intellect, and moderate culture ; 
a man of strong. impulsive nature, who trusts to 
nis instincts, and loves better te be guided by 
them than by the coot dictates of judgment. 

The sketch of Byron throws no new light on 
the ch rot the poet; but, by bringing into 
relief the trials springing from his parent- 
age, his temperament, bis lameness, aud the 
fretting discord between his genius and his cir- 
cumstances, it pleads powerfully for charity in 
uronouneing upon his wayward and unhappy 
career. There are many passages of real exalta- 
tion illuminating the discourse, and also many 
sentences of sonorousness that are empty of 
meaning. There are, too, occesional amusing 
errors in statement, for Castelar does not trouble 
inmeelf to secure accuracy in the presentation of 
minor facts of History science which he uses 
in the illustration of his theme. In this he be- 
trays bis lack of wide and exact i on.

D., of Dickinson College. Dr. Hunt's work will 
be based upon 1 my of en bach. but its 
diblio y of English and ican Prot- 
estant theology, which is likely to cover some 
15,000 titles, and upon which he has bestowed 
Dong and severe labor, will bea new and most 

valuable feature. Dr. Hunt himeelf writes the 
History of the Christian Church,” in two vol- 
umes, of which one will be issued in 1876, and 
the first volume of Systematic The „ by 
Bisbop Foster, is also promised. The other por- 
tions of the series will be on Bible Hermeneu- 
tics,” by Prof. Henry Bannister, D. P., whe o- 
aupies Chair of Exegesis in the Evyanaton 
Theological School, near Chicago. Biblizal 
and Christian Archeology,” by Prof. Charles W. 
Bevnett, D. D., of the Chair of History and

BLECTRIGAL FISHES. 

Mr. F. W. Clarke has contributed to the Penn 
Mouthly ap interesting paper on electrical fishes, 
fram which we make the following abstract. At 
the present day, at least four, and posmbly six, 
geuera of tishes possessing electrical powers are 
known to sesepee. The four of which exact 
knowledge has been gained are the Torpedo, 
Gymnotus, Malapterurus, and Tetroson; and 
the remaining two. of W bich the in formation is 
still uncertain, are the Trichmus and Rhinobatis. 
The Torpedo bas been familiar from the earliest 
times. It was described by Aristotle and Play, 
while Galen and Diescorides recommended its 
shocks im the treatment of headache 
and gout. Two species are found in 
the Mediterranean aud on the eastern 
borders ef the Atlantic, and others have 
been taken of Africa, on our own coasts, 
and in the Carribean Sea. The species captured 
near the Cape of Good Hope rarely attain more 
than 8 inches in length; those of the Mediser- 
ranean are, on the average, 16 inches loag by 7 
broad; and those in English waters sometimes 
measure 43¢ feet in length, and weigh between 
70 and 100 pounds. In shape, the Torpedo is 
much like the skate; it 1s rounded and flat, 
with the two eyes on the upper side, and an 
elongated tail, keeled om both borders. In Eng- 
land it is commonly called the cramp-fish, numb- 
fish, and eleoctrie ray.

__INSANITY FROM RELIGIOUS EXCITEMENT. 
Dr. G. H. Savage, of the Bethlehem Hospi 
or the Insane, London, has published a paper 
om Religious Insanity and Religious Reveals,” 
in which he declares the opinion that rehgious 
excitement creates no distinctive species of men- 
tal disease. That insanity sometimes declares 
itself in the form of morbid religions. ideas, is, 
in his opinion, simply an secident of education. 
temperament, or sec. Many pe "he ro- 
marks, verging on insanity.—in in the 
melancholy o of the disease, sek religious 
jon, and, notwithstanding this, go mad; 
they would probably have gone mad in apy case, 
and the most that can be said agaiust the service 
is, that it precipitated an attack. 
Statistics shon no evidence that religious 
excitement created ia land by the revivals 
conducted by Moody and Sankey gave any in- 
crease to insavity. in. lists of 
patients admitted to the Beth! Hospital 
during the four months from April to August, 
in the years 1873, 1374, and 1876, it was found 
that fewer religious cases were admitted in the 
last than in either of the former Ihe 
figures stood a follows: In 1873, of 28 newly- 
admitted male patients, 4, or 14.2 per cent, were 
suffering from religious insanity; of 2 
female patients. 8, or 28.4 per cent, were suffer- 
ing from tlie game. In 1874, of 30 male patients, 
6, or 16.6 per deut, were religious ; of 47 
female patients, 16, or 34 per cent 
same.

FAMILIAR Talk. 
JAPANESE LACQUER-PAINTING, 

Mr. Robertson, the British Consul at Yoko- 
hama, in his report to the Fareigu Office has 
communicated some unfamiliar informatien cou- 
cerning the preparation of lacquer-ware in Ja- 
pan. From the specimens of the work that are 
ordinarily dispersed by commerce, little idea is 
derived of the exceeding beauty of the best 
examples that are wrought at the present day, 
ox of the perfection that two centuries ago 
commonly characterized this method of decora- 


tions It is declared by some Japanese authorities 


that the art of lacquering had its origin in 724, 
but others fix the date at 389 or -900. As early 
as 1290 it had attamnedya considerable of 
excellence, and the name of a skillful pater of - 
that age is honored with the fame of having 
founded a particular school in this branch of art. 
A» bases for the lacquer-crust, ivory, paper, 
metals, porcelains, aud other substapces are 
used, as well as wood. The clear, pure varnish 
which forme so important a material m the work 
is obtained largely from the varnish-seumach 
(Rhus vernicifera), anative of Japan and Ne- 
paul. The juice tiowing from the tree wheu 
wounded, becomes thick and black m exposure, 
yet continues 80 transparent that the fimest 
tracery is visifie througu it.

In fact, it is believed that 
the h.story of religious iustruction in the insti- 
tution sill show that among those who have 
heretofore been the greate t pretenders and the 
most devout partici. ante in the exercises. a very 
large percentage are now in the institution again 
serving their second asd third sentences. 
THE CONTRAC 2OR8 
at the institution ap,eared abu dantly satisfied 
with the present wanagemeut 60 far as their 
individ nal interests were co :cerned. They were 
loud, Lo vever, in their co.demvation o1 Gov. 
Beveridge for tue liberal use of hu clemency. 
They argued that the pol cy was against the 
iucerest of the tust tution, tended to in- 
terfere with their success, and depreciated 
the ire. of convict labor. They maintained 
that the most of those pardoned during the 
year were the most deperate characters, aud 
that sume of them had already served a s-cund 
sentence aod a few-had since entered upon their 
third, or were inmates of a similar iustitutiou in 
other Sates.

An Interesting Chapter on Orime and Its 
Prevention in the Empire City.

New York, Jan. 5.—One of the greatest 
problems of che day is the complete enforcement 
of the Eigbth Commandmeot, Making meu 
honest bas enlisted wbt only the sincere efforts of 
religious teachers and moralists in generul, bu‘ 
also the ingenuity of inventors. A large pro- 
portion of the inventions recorded during the 
past year have been designed to prevent steal- 
ing on the part of individuais who handle other 
people’s money. These devices aud method» 
have become so numerous and #0 ingenious tust 
their study is an interesting comacutary 
on the legal maxim that à man must 
be deemed innocent until be, ie proved 
guilty, inasmuch as these checks and patent de- 
tectors are used upon the assumption thst every 
man is a thief whether found ou: or got. In 
this city, more than anywhere else iu thie coun- 
try, one is contiuually meeting these avwztomatic 
policemen in the bauds of cashiers, waiters, 
drivers, collectors, and others, until it wouid 
seem that po employe is honest—or, as least, 
that no loop-hole is left for dishonesty. In 
some cases it is a bore to the customer, who 
must either wait until the red tape process is 
completed; or submit toa number of petty au- 
uoyauces, because po one individual is trusted in 
any large establishment with the receipt of 
money without a haif-dozen checks to prevent 


its being appropria.ed. 
RAILROAD CONDUCTORS. 

For some reason not explicitly viel ble to the 
naked eye, the earliest sud most persistent ef- 
foftts toward a system of compulsery honesty 
have been directed agaist railroad condactors. 
A person accustomed to travel canuot tail to 
bave noticed in diderent parts of the couatry 
some of the devices used to check the supposed 
dishonesty of the conductors. P:obabiy they 
have reduced this thing to as near @ science &3 
possible in Virginia, on one of the roads, where 
the conductor is not perwitted, under any cir- 
cumstancés, to receive any modey at all. This 
is accomplisbed by the beip of a tich.et-agent, 
who precedes the ticket-punchér through the 
train, after passing a siation, and selis to 
every passenger not previously provided with 
one & 
siub, necessarily represents a sum of money 
which the seller must return to the company ; 
but even here, if there is collusion bet seen the 
ticket agent and the conauctor, the conipany may 
be defiauded. Probably no road has tried more 
earnestly to reduce the stealings of ite conduc. 
ors thao the New York Central, aod tne vaiious 
artifices of the duplex tickets, receipts, e*c., 
must have cost the corporation alarge sum. The 
latest contrivance is a peculiar ticket given for 
long distances, by which a percentage of fare 
paid is refanded ou application at the ticket of- 
tice, but on fares collected for shot rides there 
is no vositive check, The Pennsylvausa Road. on 
ow Jersey Division, is allowed by law to col- 
. « 40 Inereage of 10 per ceut above its ticket 
rates for fares paid oo the cars, but ie compelled 
to returu a receipt for the excess, redeemable at 
avy of its ticket offices. | 

DOUBTFUL JOKE ON A CONDUCTOR. 

A story is often told by travelers which will 
bear repeating, altbough it may have been 
printed before. A geotiemano living in a sub- 
urban village invariably psaid-his fare on the 
cars, and this too before che days of refunding 
ap excess so paid. The conductor thought it 
very strange, and one day remarked to the party 
that he would save eomeiliung by buyiog tickets 
before starting. He repzied as foilows: 

Ms friend, some years ago I had a law-suit 
against thierailroad. They beat me on a techoi- 
cality. Lowe the company a grudze. There- 
fore I have resolved they sball never see any of 
my money—so I pay the conducior !”’ 

He was never asued for a reason after that. 
THE ‘‘ SPOTTER” SYSTEM AND BELL-PUNCH con- 
PANY. 

In New York City, on ail the horse-car lines, 
the cooductors almost invariably feceive money 
Greet fiom pasweugera The companies have 
not the wisdom to seil tickets in quantities at a 
reduced rate, a: they do iu Cincago. They 
argue that all they would save in the protection 
against the dishonesty of conductors they would 
loge in the lessened rates of fare, so thoy#are 
coutinually contriving plans to prevent cuuduct- 
ore from approprajing fares to taeir owa use, 
and probably are being continually beaten at 
their own game. ‘tbe most comprehensive 
method ever adopted in this city without doubt 
is the plan of beii-punches, backed up as it is by 
a detective system for watching the employes. 
These puoches are hired from a company at 
25 cents per day each, and, in cousidera- 
tion of this hoeral rental, the company 
agrees to em) dloy upon the line of the street-rail- 
road during he day s certain pamper of spot- 
ters, or detectives, who ride ap and down town 
coutin1onsly, watching the conductor to see 
that he marks a ticket with the punch for every 
fare collected. The cutest part of this trick iu. 
that the conductors are advised that taey are be- 
log constantly watched, and hence are more thau 
usually Guutions. Both men and women ase em- 
ploved aa spottais, so that the emplove does uct 
aue by whom he is being watched. The er- 
fectiveness of this system was illust: aced a few 
months ago by the arrest of tin coud. ctors in 
oue dav, and their subsequent conviction in the 
courts of using dog us beil- punches and embez- 
zlemeut. 

HOW THEY DO ON THE NOSTBAND AVENUE LINE. 

This is a Brooklyn line, aud it employs a pecu- 
liar system of its own—not without sume defects, 
ibis true, but in a degiee reducing the pecula- 
tious of its conductors to a minimum. Waen 
vou pay a fare of these cars, the conductor 
hauds you a ticket whicu is subsequently taken up 
by a collector who boards the car at a particular 
poiut for that purpose. These ticxets are torn 
irom a stub, and the conductor must reader an 
account of every tickettorn off. Passengers are 
very careless about their tickets, and often throw 
them on the seats and on tne floor, 80 it is clear- 
ly in the power of the conductors to pick them 
up and use them over again. This, bowever, is 
guarded agaiust by baving ever} ticket num- 
bered, and it 18 business 
of the collector to take notice 
of the last number of the stub, so that the con- 
ductor con bardiy palm off on a passenger a low- 
er number thao the last on bis book, Toe dis- 
advantage of thie avetem is that it requires an 
extra conductor. - not. however, for euch car, 
for one suilices for all the cara; and it is this 
additional expense that all large sud small con- 
cerns Wish to avoid. 

THE NEW YORK OMN'TBUSES. 

It will be remembered that the ‘bus-drivers in 
this city, almost without excep.ion, engaged in a 
strike two years ago because tue proprietors in- 
sisted upon iut odueing boxe, for collecting 
fares. This was equivalent td confessing that 
they were in the habit of helping themselves to 
wuatever proportion of tue fares received 
that suited them. It hardly needed thi« practi- 
cal demonstration to convince tue owners of the 
stages of this fact. During the strike some of 
the drivers were interviewed by reporters, and 
freely ackvowledged tbat they bad been in the 
habit of retain.ny a portion of the of 
their trips. Straoge to say. some of them justi- 
fied it on the ground that it had growu into a 
custom sanctioned by the proprietors, aud ander- 
stood by them so thorougbly as to amount to an 
implied permission. Tue st. ke ended, as most 
suikes do, by the triumph of tue siage-owpers, 
and the boxes are now au established act. The 
result move thay justifies the staze-owiier. The 
receipts on the Fifth aveaue lin ealone have al- 
must doubled since che boxes were tested, aud 
tue drivers are now forced to be contented with 
their eg lar wages. Tbe writer interviewed 
ove oi them lately upon the top of a Broad way 
stage, aud found that, »bi.e there was much dis- 
content 04 dissatustaciou, dere iw pot the 
least d.s_osition to trike. This fellow made 
one surewd remark. He ald: Lou often

BAR-ROOM EXPERIENCES. 

Few persons have an adequa‘a idea of the 
enormous business of a popalar liquor bar in 5 
lange city. It would have been a hard struggie 
to cave believed, until positively aseured euch is 
the case, that any ber-roum in the world fe. 
ceived $500,000 in ove vear for diinks retailed 
over the counter; but there are four estab.ish- 
ments in this etw where the receiots for the 
year now closing will exceed that amount. On 
polidays and other occasious when the demapis 
of a thirsty multitude are excessive. the money 
received b these piaces sometimes reaches 82. 
500. These concerns nave no accessories in the 
form of gardens and bands of music 
to bring vietors, but depend ole, 
lv upon the popular demand for mixed 
and plain drinks from day to day. There are 
others of less importance, where tne receipte 
are fiequently as bieh as $500 a day. Bearing 
these figures ia mind, it will be essily seen chat 
nere is au ample n for peculaung bar- 
keepeis to knock dowa a bandsome sum each 
day. To prevent this, manv of the larger estab- 
lisnmepts have edopted the s stem of tickets, 
«nd eroploy a cashier to receive the money. A 
certain number of checks are given to the bar- 
veuders eaco morning, and thev are to account 
for them au night. Tue tickets received by the 
cashier are dropped into a box as fast as paid, and 
the number in the box and the number in the 
bands of the bartenders must agree, 0 
some fraud is suspected at once. Avotber plan 
ws to deal out to the bar only a certain amount 
of liquors, aod require that the liquor use? shal! 
represent so many drinks, and, co.sequently, so 
much monev ; but the bar seepers can beat this 
scheme by diminishing the quaniity, per drick, 
and defy detection. Ap instance is cited by 
the. proprietors of a leadiwg Broad way botel, 
wbere heir principal bar-keeper, on & salary Of 
$75 par mouth, managed to purchase an elegant 
brown-wtove front in two years. Evideaotly it is 
bard to beat the bar-keepers. 

8, ECIAL DEPOSIT BOGUS BONDS. 

A gentlewanlv-appearing man lately entered 
the oifice of a deposit company, and 
stated that he wished to mage a special 
deposit of some town bonds, issued by 
a tbrifty New-England town, and the 

y in charge casually loosed at the bonds, 


available as a collateral be was probably indif- 
tereut to their gendineness he gave a receipt 
for a package containing a specified number of 
poods of $1,000 each * purportiug to be bonds 
of toe Towa of ——.” Theis the usual torm 
of the Company's receipts, and is used in every 
case. The receipt was tasen to Boston and was 
thete used through a State et.eet b-oker as ol. 
lateral for a $10,000 loan. and it was not until 
the loan bechme due tha: the fraud was Gisvov- 
ered. This is an old trick in Europe, but some- 
»ow it bas not been tried iu this coauiry. The 
leading banks of New York never loan moaéy io 
a stravger at all, and, whevever collateral is re- 
quired, they demand e idence of the genuine- 
uess of the securities offered. 
MINOR CHECKS. 

The restaurant keepers at first introduced 
checss to prevent fraud ou the part of custom- 
ers. Now they are compelled to modify the sys- 
tem to prevent frauds ou the part of the casaiers. 
lv some restaurants, the waiters hae numbered 
tickets, which they give to customers, and the 
cashier is required to account for them, bat it is 
obviously an unjust system, as sometimes the 
customess are dishonest and slip cut without 
payment. ‘The worst evil in popular restaurants 
down towo is the practice of fecing waiters aud 
inducing them thereby to give out checks for 
a smaller sum than the amount realiy 
due. Ibis is practaced more generally iu the up- 
stairs restaurants, The hiah- p. iced establisb- 
ments. like the Brunswick, Deluionico's, etc., get 
arouud this evil very handsomely by taking or- 
ders io wiiting, and so having a doudle check on 
waiter aud customers, Evew the sale of soda- 
water is guarded by the check and cashier sys- 
tem. Barver-sbops are given to the same a Thic- 
tion, and the pro tietors say that frequently a 
jou neyman will give out a 26-ceut check 10 50 
cents’ work, and get 10 or 15 cents from the cus- 
tomer for the fiaud: Messengets delivering par- 
cels will collect 30 cents instead of 20. aud tele- 
graph boys have been known to alter euvelopes 
so that they might collect larger sums 
than were rgbtly due. To prevent this, 
‘the amount is now writteo out in full in their 
books so they cannot alter it. Tue ferry- 

masters are now divided iuto two sets—those 
who sell, and those who receive tickets. To 
prevout collusion, they are changed about each 
day so tha: no two sill be stationed near each 
other twice, excepting at long intervals. Oge 
of our leading baus has adopted the English 
system of requiring all checks to be certified 
before paymeut. This is in consequence of a 
fcand several years ago in whica a dishonest 
paying-telier overpaid a check, and divided the 
proceeds with a coufederate. The bank bas loss 
some of its cu-tomers in con-equence, but the 
Directors are firmly adhering to the plan, and 
ail! persevere iu it. Lastly, the steamboat clerks 
a e baving a guard over thom by a dupiex &.cact 
system. 

HOW CONDUCTORS ARE UNJUSTLY ACCUSED. 

There are always itound in a large city men 
who are ready to accuse anybody aud everybody 
but them-elves unjustly, e Superintendent 
of a leading New \ orkrailwav bas just di~missed 
a fellow who persuaded the Company to hire him 
as a detective to watch conductors and other 
employes. He made numerous charges agaiust 
the Company's sei vants, but failed to sustain 
gem. and upon investigation it was shown he 

ad been in the habit of mauufacturing evidence 
to convict parties accused, and thus waguify bis 
own importance. Oue of bis tricks was to buva 
ticket to some point aod let it be kuown to the 
Superintendent tbat he meant to travel ons 
ceitain train. Then he would precure a 
clerk or somebody from the Superintendent's 
office to go with him. The ticket purchased 
would be shown to the watching employe, but 
#hen the couductor came along another ticket 
would be given bim. Su neutly the first 
tucket would be sold to 9 scalper, and by pur- 
chasing it there again in the presence of a wit- 
ness, it would be made to sopear that the cou- 
ductor bad failed to return the ticket taken up 
Gn the train, and had sold it toascaiper. This 
is one of the piaus pursued by the professed 
detective, through which several coaductors re- 
ured honest have been discharged on a certain 
railroad out of New York. 

EMBECZZLING INSURANCE BROKERS, 

Some years ago, several merchauts in this 
city who had effected large amounts of iasar- 
ance through » »eil-kpown insurance brokerage 
firm, to whom they had promptly 
paid their premiums, were surprised 
to receive one day notifications from several of 
the Cotapauſes whose policies they held, that their 
premiums must be paid withm twenty-four 
bours or their policies would be void, they 
would be sued for the premium already earned. 
This was e eurprise deed, It appeared cha: 
the moser, through whom the risks had bee» 
insured. had never paid the money tothe Com- 
pavies, and hence the latter were clamoring for 
their money. Ihe merchants refused to pay. on 
the ground that their paymen: to tue broker was 
paymeut co the Company. The panies re- 
sinted this plea, and iawsuits followed, when the 
Court of Appeals decided in favor of the Iusur - 
ance Compan:es. The merchan's were com- 
peiled to pay a second time, mach to their dis- 
gust. The resuit of this experieuce is that 
check for insurance premiums are pow drawu 
aimost invariably to the oruer of the companies, 
and the companies have meerted iu their poll 
ole this Clause: * ADV person Who mar negoti- 
ate this insurance, aud briug the same to the of. 
fice of this company, shali be deemed an agent 
of the aceured, aud not cf this company, under 
anv circumstances.” 

This is the cashier or check 
dishonest insurance agenis.

RESUMPTION--THE RIJSSIAN AND AUSTRIAN 
8 METHOD. 


ro the Edttdy of The Chicano i‘ribune : 

Curcaco; Jan. 3.—Io the years 1866 to 1869, 
through the col mus of the New York Tribune 
and of Pulnam’s Monthly. aod in a lecture at

The theory of this method of resumption was: 

1. The debtor class should not have the bur- 
den of their Jebts increased by being obliged to 
pay them ſu a currency made more valuable by 
resumption; but that the nominal amount of 
such debté should be diminished as the currency 
in which they were paid was of increased vaiue. 
so as to leave the burden on the debtor-class ex- 
actly as if resumption had not taken place. 

2. The greenback currency should not be re- 
tired, excért so fast asa natiobal currency re- 
deemable in goid should take its place. Tais is 
essential fo prevent diaas rous panics in conse. 
quence of:the con:raciion of the currener, which 
would ensue from avy mode of retiring green- 
backs without simultaneously filling their place 
bY a av Det ute. 

3. It would enable the business men of the 
country to become indeoted iu gold or its equir- 
alent before compeiliug them to pay gold or ite 
equivalent. Now nobody owes gold or its equiv- 
alent and hence aaiuraliy no one wishes to pay 
what he does not owe. 

4. It adopts the ‘policy by which Russia and 
Austria 1psumed specie-parments some thirty 
years after the close of their ware with Napo 
poleon, Which bad placed their legal-tenders at 
a discount. Thew resumption, in ooth instances, 
was without coy dcrapgement whatever of ousi- 
ness, thotgh the old currency: o. Austria was 
worth in gold but 60 per ceut of its face, and 
that of Russia was worth in gold but 33 per 
cent of its face. Resumption, ia bo h instances 
was effected in a mouth; and, if the same 
method of resumption were resor ed to bere and 
now, it cuuld as easily os effected in March next 
as at avy Subsequent date. 

5. The en y difference between the aoplicabil- 
ity of th. metbod of resumpt.on in the Uaited 
States and in the two European countries named 
is, that, d Russia and Austria, if tive intelligent 
men connected with the Goverument could be 
brought to concur in its é¢xpediency, uu could be 
ado. ted end carried out; while bere it requires 
that the constituencies of a majority of the 
members 01 Congress shall be beLeved to concur 
in it befure it can be a lopted. 

> QUERIES AND OBJECTIONS. 

First, cau the Government maintain redemp- 
tion op tite pew currency which it will put forth 
in place of the existing currency, accoiding to 
the abovs plan? 

Why not? The present currency is worth 87 
cen‘s on the dollar, though it us not, in fact, ro- 
aeemed by the Government at all. if it were 
reti:ed, abd 87 per cent of the present volume of 
currency took its place, as would occur under the 
above plan. the same amount of credit and con- 
fidence that wou'd maiutain $100 of paper cur- 
curieut va.ue of 87 per cent would 
maintain $87 of paper-currency if redeemable on 
demand at par. When the substitution were 
made, and busivess had been adjusted on the i e 
basis, resumption would have taken place, with- 
out taxing the creditor or hope the debtor 
class. Adstria and R seis fouod that they could 
reure, iu this maover, ir:edeomable currencies 
worth respectively 33 cents ana 60 cent on the 
dollar, and substitute for them new curiencies 
redeemable at par, and mai ain the redemption 
until thev were involved in new wars, viz. : 
Austria in the Hungarian aod Russia in the 
Crimean wars. This :aises @ presumption, at 
least, that we could maintain redemption until 
our next war, whicn woul? oe long enongh ; for, 
long before tbat would occur, a Free- kiog 
system. redeeming its issues in gold or its equiv- 
alent, could aod would issue currency enough to 
render the sithdrawa!l of the gold-note currency 
by the Government a mere affair of paying off a 
dobt; whereas vow it is not tbe inconveoience 
of paying the greeubacks. but the catastrophe 
of contracting tbe circulatiog medium aad pro- 
ducing untold financial distress for want of o0e, 
which forms the supreme difficulty in tue way of 
retiring the existing depreciated greenback. 

Agaio, any bank baving ultimate assets equal 
to its habilitres can, as a rule, maintain redemp- 
tion on from five to seven dollars of paper for 
every dollar of cash iv gold which it keeps 
on hand. So long as the Government's receipte 
exceed its expenditures, it is a solveat bank, 
and, having no opportunity to issue the gold- 
notes above indicated, except in exchange for 


' greepbacks pow in circulation at the rates above 


indicated, or,for gold, the Government wou! 
receive gold values for everv doliar of gold-notes 
issued. This would make its ty to redeem 

is a8 its capa- 
city to redeem the gold-certiticates which it has 
issued for certain purposes since 1861. 

The experimeot might, if there were any 
dount, be tried tentatively. Suppose the Gov- 
ernment begins when it bas $50,000,000 of gold 
in the Treasury. No one wou'd doubt its ability 
to redeem this sum in gvid-notes; and few, 
therefore, wouid cali for their redemption. It 
a, e them in exchaoge for $60,000,000 of

FINANCIAL HISTORY, 
Te the Editor of The Chicavo / ribune : 

Curcaco, Jan. 4.—A brief sketch of the finan- 
cia! history of this country since the present 
century cummencei may be interesting and 
profitable to your many readers. There are but 
few business-men whose experience, or even 
memory, covers sixty years, or even fifty years. 
Most of our bueiness-men are now less tuan 
twenty years, ani nearly all less than thirty 
years, old in bus ness. 

Solomon, the wise man, sars: “ thing 
that hath been, it is that which shall be; and 
there is no new noth ng under the sun.” Perhaps 
he bad no reference to American politics or 
finances; but itis a correct principle that the 
game cause wi! produce the same effect always. 
wheo all conditions are the same. 

A eaillfal navigator, when vut at sea, and hav- 
ing no compass to steer bis craft by, nor object 
ahead to steer to, knowing the poiut of the com- 
pase be is on, wi'l steer his craft successfully by 
its wake left behind. ‘The intelligent and pru- 
dent businees-man will scarcely iguore his past 
basiness-experience, ‘‘the wake he left bebind,” 
and desh into untned projects, but will most as- 
surediy avo.dthe rocks and vand-banis tuat ex- 
perience ha- revealed to hich. 

Daring this, the niveteeath century, we bave 
had four great finaocial crises, that may be 
called national, because they have reached ail 
branches or business, and all great vational in- 
dustry, acd all par s of the country alike. 

THE niet, OF 1517. 
The first great crisis occurred io 1817, the year

moment. Syracuse was then a cedar-swamo, 
unthousht of asa town or city.

do harder there. At this time the:e were not 4 
— goods sold to go west of Albany as one 
single firm in Chicago sells now; except. per- 
haps, the American Fur Company. who had pen- 
etrated the Western and Nortowestern wilderne 8 
near tothe Rocky Mountains, and nad estab 
lished treding-poats about the Wester) lakes 
and rivers, where it exchanged 
with the Indians who then roame 
most of the country wess of Onio. 

The War gave e great spring to the then im- 
ited business of the country, and induced specu- 
lation. high and extravagant prices of things, 
and excessive issues of paper-curreucv. The 
season of 1816 was a very cold one, and “tops 
were not half the usual growth. All these 
causes culminated in 1817. Banks suspended 
specie-paymeots, and a general financial crisis 
fo.jowed, reaching every interest, and pervad ng 
every section of the country. Although the 
business aud the settlement of the country were 
limited compared with the present time, vet 
the relation of property to property aad 
to money. was the same then that now 
exists. The issues of paper-currency wee 
so large that they couid unt be floated or carried 
in circulation by the specie in the country ; paper- 
currency and specie had got out of proportion to 
each other. At this suspension in 1817. the ba kx - 
issues of paper—all the banks of the couutry 
aggregated eeded d small trifle $3 in paver 
to $1 of svecie in their vauite. The first work 
of the bank was, not to help or take care of 
theic castomers, but really to oppress them br 
calls for —— in order to streogtuen them- 
selves. f--roteciion was their theme aad 
effort. Private bankers and spurious 
baus went to the wall, and a very 
large portion of purchases of real estate 
chat bad transpired wicbin 6 few years. ou which 
nart-pavments were made, went back to the 
seller, aud the purchaser lost his advanced pay- 
ments. In this way mauy & man, who thought 
himself well to ao in 1316, found bimeelf bank- 
:upt in 1820. ebrinkage in values of ail 
eorts of property was so rapid and 8 great tha: 
the man was fortuvate who had a margin 6u n- 
cieot to carry him to 1423, when business and 
banks were so adjusted that there was apparent 
a slight revival. 

lt.took five years of decline of property to 
reach the lowest point. Eiguteed buudred and 
twenty - two struck bottom; this brought the 
country to souogings. During these five years I 
was manufacturing salt at a little town calied 
** Salt Point,“ now the First Ward of the tariv- 
ing City of Syracuse, then a cedar-swamp, too 
gott to so ox in the summer. Ia no small 
vortion of that five vearsé, money was so scarce 
that, of the 100 men engaged in boiling sait, 
ur, in other words, tending the salt-biock (as 
they were cclled), not one was able to get cash 
for his work: salt-boiler got one-fifth . of 
the salt for tending bis block. Farmers, for 100 
to 200 miles, came with teams and farm-; roduace 
to trade for taeir loads of salt. Not ove in fifty 
brought money to pay for it. 

A vide but s slight chaoge in improved 
trade and conditions suruug up vith 1823. Banks 
bad adjusted themselves, such as were able, 
and their bills in specie as wanted. 
There was then 2 Uoited States Bank of 
830.000. 000 capital. with branches in al! the large 
cities, which, after this, served to hold tue State 
banks iv check in their issues of paper; bence 
basinses was carefully managed in ail depart- 
meots unul about 1831-2. 

In 1828 Gen. Jackson was elected President of 
the United States. He was exceeding bostile to 
ibis bank, and to Nicholas Biddie, President, and 
otber officers of the banx and branches. Soon 
alter his election, his bostility began 
to display itee:f, aud contieued stronger and 
Herber, until, in about ‘32-3, he bad finally 
caused ite — 7 There was a brancb in 
Chicago.

Jay Cooke & Co. in September, The reason of 
its becoming general was, that there was too 
much debt of the country for the money to float 
ol carry; so the greatest debtor faiied t, and 
all who were out of balance. who owed too much 
debt for their resources, had to follow. 

How long the hard times, as they call them 
now. will last, I don't know; it depends much 
on the persistence of the peonie, in and out of 
power, for specie payments. But for the sound-

The Torture- chamber in the Bath- 
House at Ratisben. 

Passing through several varrow passages, 
closed by stout doors, we came to the torture- 
chamber, where the implements of persuasion 
of the Inquisition or of private tyranny are still 
preserved, Outside the entrance of the narruw 
chamber is a beoch upov which victim was 
sen ed in order that he might reflect shether he 
would coofeas before torture or after. One side 
of the room is a lattice screen, behind which the 
Secretary sat at a iable to take down any ex- 
clamation wrung from tne sufferer. Within are 
seats for the Judge and surgeon, who attended 
from motives of inbamanity, in order that the 
victim should not be too soon re! from his 
sufferings by deach. The room looks like the 
lumber-room attached to a farmer's woodshed. 
or rather like a cbeaply fitted-up gymoasium. 
At one end 1 a pillorv, with ea iron band for 
the o thas once stood in the public 
square. Lying on it were two pieces of board 
2 tet long, each pierced wiib three roand boles, 
one for che neck and one for each wrist. They 
were pat, said mv guide, upon bese women. 
Two of them, yoked with this insignia of their 
disgrace, were con, led together aad let go in the 
street. a warning to all fiail and impertect be- 
ings of their sex. 1 saw no such badges for 
men. One of the instruments used to teach 
meu the beauty of holiness was s ladder, the 
rounds of ‘which are sharply-trisugular sticks of 
wood which rev ive. The reousaut was drawn 
up and down thie ladder by a pulley, his back 
abraded by the revolving prisms of wood. 
Auother machine is a stretcher, upon which the 
condemned was laid, his fees fastened to one end 
and his arms tied to a rope which passed over a 


‘windlass. Under his back wasaroller armed 


with blunt spikes, over which hs verte\rm were 
draen backward and forward, The playful in- 
uisitors called this machine the larde i hare.” 
There 1s also a frame with a wiodiass and crane 
for bold ung a mao bv bis arms. Two big 
stones. which weigh over 100 pounds each, were 
tied to his feet; and when be was drawn up to 
the ceiling he was suddenly let drop, and the 
jerk would dislocate every socket, .

Te the Editor af The Chicago Tridune : 

Oak Pank, Jan. 7.—A person signing himself 
“ Lavman bas recently been seeking for light 
on the Sabbath question through Tuz Trisune: 
a very excellent place to look for informatioo on 
ost subjects; but, judging from his letter in 
your last Sunday issue, he seems not to have had 
all his darkness dispelled by those who bave un- 
dertaken to open ois eyes. The Sabbath ques- 
tion may be either very easy or very diiliculs of 
solution, depending wholiy on the precoucep- 
tions, prejudices, habits of thought, and 
a multitude of other mental conditioos 
of the person addressed. It he has 
from early youth imbibed the  prevail- 
ing orthodox and popular cuncei*s on the 
subject, and if they have grown with bis growth 
aod strengthened with his strength, as is usuail: 
the cage, it would be a sheer waste of time and 
effort to seek to give him auy iu formation. The 
minds of most men, even men of more than 
average intelligeace in other respects, are 80 
saiurated with the current teaching and belief 
in regard to the SabLaih that it is almost im- 
possible to get them out of tue fog and haze in 
„ hic they have dwelt 80 long. 

Toe burden of La man's "inquiry at pres- 
eut ses to be suvetsniialiy this: When aod 
by wust authority was the change mak from 
the seventh to the first day of the week? If 
Lavmau and I conid agree on a few prelim- 
inarnes essential to ar ght understanding of the 
subject, I have no douot I cou'd give him a Sat- 
isfactory answer to his inquires. 

Meu can never reach like co ciusions till the 
can agree on the preniees. Dut as Layman’ 
cannot be supposed to give or withuold assent to 
;reliminaries till toey wie stated, I must state 
them, and take for granted hat he agrees to their 
truth. Let me sav he:e, that Iam not ai present 
voing to enter into soy argument or labored de- 
tense of the statemevts I may make. That 
wou.d not be in order here. But if assailed, I 
feel quite confident I could make a passapvly 
good arzumenta ive fight io their favor. 

My first statement ies this: Tuat the Mo-asic 
or Je sub Sebbaih was given to the Jews, aud 
only to them, and was not oblicatory an avy 
vther people, and was not onserved or re- 
garded by any Geutile nation. So far as 
blessinz, aod to what en- 
vent, or in what sense that was true, I 
will not now inquire; it was the property of 
the Jews. In 80 far as it was a yoke on his 
neck, irksome and burdensome, he and he alone 
was compelled by the law to bear it. It bad no 
direct relation or appl cation in a legal sense to 
aay human deing ou side of the seed of Abra- 
ham, except to the Gent le who by ado tiou be 
cameaJdew. Iam aware bere that Layman” 
orsome one else will be quick to meet this 
statement with toe declaration of Christ that 
“the Sabbath was made for man; thus proving 
my assertion false, avd making the Sabbath an 
institution applicable to the entire race. The 
auewor toths is very easy, but I will not de- 
viste from my purpose not to enter into argu- 
mert or exposition here. If ‘ Layman” 
can «give his assent to tne statement 
made, that the Mosafo Sabbath was bind- 
ing on the Jew exclusively, ard had 
no legal or obligatory application whatever to 
any Gentile individual, family or nation, he bas 
progressed at least half wav toward a correc: 
unders of that part of tbe Sabbath 
question involved in his inquiry, viz.: When 
and by whar authocitvy was the change mide 
from the seven h to the first day of the bees? 

Let ux now tun our attention to a fact of 
Christianity and glance at ita relation to the 
Christian system, and the promivence it held 
both in the 6 stem and in the esiimatior of the 
firet Christiaus—I refer to the resurrection. It

since by Christians, 
transcendant interest and importance. How- 
ever skeptics and doubdting scientists may think 
of it, however mythical they mar esteem it. the 
Christian glories in the resurrection.

It is instinctive 
in human nature to commemorate great evenis 
by celebrating in some app opriate mauner the 
dav uf their occurrevce. This the Christians 
did by meeting on the first day of the week for 
worship. sacreme: tal commnaion, and Christian 
fellowship. Tbe wonder is not that they thus 
observed the day, but the wooder would be had 
they not dne it, considering the estima- 
i in which the resurrectuon was beid by 
As the Gorpel spread, ob- 

servance of the Loru’s Day, as they prop- 
erly termed it, kept pace with the progre-s 
of the Church. Ia short, the observance of the 
firet day of tue week as a day of worship and 
Christiso rejoicing became a Chrie tian inst tu- 
tion. Does Layman, or any one bo has any 
just appreciation, even i. a general way, of 
Christianity, object toit? Surely not, for (pre- 
suming Christiavitv to be true) it celebrates or 
commema:ates the grandest event in the sor.d's 


bistory. 

Dropping this part of the subject here, let us 
consider the elements that constituted the early 
or first churches. They were Jess and Gentiles. 
The latter in embracing Christianity :esounced 
his Pagan worship, bis guce and religions ceie- 
monies. The Jew, of course, did not +evounce 
bis God, for he was che seme as the God of the 
Chistian. On the contrary, be took wich tim 
isto the Church, and sought to force 
their observaoce on the Gentile, many 


of the duties and obhgdtions of 
Judaism,—especially the 
Sabbath.

But Paul and otber Apostles op- 
posed this tendency so firmly and pe:sistently 
that, though it caused some anzie y and no little 
contention, the Jews never succeeded to any 
great extent in ingrafting either of these cere- 
moniais oa the new Ocdet of things. After the 
destruction of Jerusalem and the dispe sion of 
the Jews, but few acqus.tious were made fiom 
their ranks tothe Christian Church, end the 
Jews ceased to exe:t anv marked influence or to 
be a disturbing element. ‘lhe Sabbath they 
sought so per: istently to introduce di opped into 
obscurity, aud ceased to be any longer the fruit- 
fal sortes of strife and debate it had been. The 
Gentile convert knew nothing of it, and cared 
nothing for it. He bad not grown wu» uoder a 
Sabbath law, and he bad no respect for it, only 
eo far as the Je ish brother might be able to 
oon vine him that its observance was a duty. 
Need I pow for *‘Layman’s” benefit draw out 
in detail the obvious conclusion that there never 
was any change from the seventh to tbe first 
das, aud tnat the tvo days have no connection 
or relation to each other? One was a purely vol- 
uptary commemoration of the resurrection of 
Christ, having no legal forms or sanction, aud 
peeding node, nothing but the impulses of love 
and veneration ; the other s legal, formal, rigid 
institution, with death as the penalty of its vio- 
lation, upou toe Jes for an expedient 
purpose, and dving when the ends of its being 
was accompli be celebration of the 
Lord's Dav wasan affair uiterly indepeodent of 
Sabbath.
